On the issue of Vietnam, Ms 
Jenness berated the President for 
escalating the war and for 
supporting the Thieu 
government, which she called 
“so corrupt they can't hold an 
election with even a semblance 
of democracy.” 

Her analysis of McGovern was 
“his anti-war issue is his biggest 
attraction.” She later added 
“none of us know what he will 
do about the war because 
McGovern doesn't know.” She 
accused the Senator of being 
against the war “only because 


we are losing” and complained 
that he did support any 
anti-war demonstrations 
Jenness linked the 
frontrunners together when she 
that both believe in troop 
interventions by the US., that 
both are using the prisoners of 
war to their advantage, and that 
they are trying to 
break up the anti-war movement 
because “both are scared to 
death about what would happen 
if peaple took the decision in 
their own hands.”

The founder of the American 
Atheists Inc., she has continued 
her involvement in the Atheist 
movement most recently by 
bringing federal suits to |) tax 
the church, 2) stop prayer and 
Bible reading in space, and 3) to 
gain time in the media to 
promote and inform citizens 


about Atheism. 

Ms. O’Hair has served in legal 
capacities for the Department 
Health, Education and Welfare, 
and also as a psychiatric 
caseworker and attorney for 
Family and Children Courts, 
Juvenile courts, and Probation 
departments. She holds an 
undergraduate degree in History 
and graduate degrees in Law and 
Psychiatric Sacial Work. 
Ironically, Ms. O'Hair has also 
been given an honorary 
Doctorate of Divinity. 

A person of long-standing 
administrative capacities, Ms 
O’Hair served as a commissioned 


officer during World War II. 

In order to further her cause 
she has authored “What On 
Earth is an Atieist?’, “Ain 
Atheist Epic”, “Aa Atheist 
Speaks’’, and “The Atheist 
World”. 

The topic on which Ms. O'Hair 
will speak is ‘‘Atheism, 
Separation of Church and 
State". She is being sponsored

Jenness, whose running mate is 
Andrew Pulley, then accused the 
Capitalist businesses of using

-- “Ginger ale tastes like love’’. 
The prediction ventured by 
Jenness was that “a gigantic 
revolt is coming. What you see 
now is just tiny compared with 
what is to come.” 

Her only phrase about the 
Socialist movement was that it is 


“people forming a _ united 
alliance to destroy capitalism.” 

Asked what her first mission as 
President would be, she stated 
“end the war in Vietnam.” Her 
solution is to just pull everyone 
out at one time. 

She also pledged her support to 
the Palestinians, saying that the 
tragedy at the Munich Olympics 
was used to make the Arab 
nations look like the villains of 
the long struggle with Israel — 
who Jenness suggests are the real 
villains. She further said that the 
United States and Israel are the 
worst terrorist nations in the 
world.
